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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear why the phrase — 3' or — was put into these claims. Note that a 3' 
without protecting groups is the same things as 6. Claim 1 appears to require that all 
protecting groups be removed, so that it is ONLY 6 that reacts with 2. Putting that phrase 
into claim 2 makes it seem like applicants intend to permit the reaction of 3' with 2 after 
all. There is thus ambiguity. Deletion is suggested. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The process as written lacks description in the specification. Applicants have 
rewritten the process to specify a new intermediate, called 3'. It is this which reacts in the 
next step. It consists of 4 different subsets (permutations of 2 variables): 
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a. R3=H, R2= H. This is 6 and thus is described and is not a problem. 

b. R3=H, R2= protecting group. 

c. R3=phenylacetyl, R2=H 

d. R3= phenylacetyl, R2=protecting group. 

The claim now requires that this 3' be converted into 6 . 

Applicants refer to paragraph 0019. That describes only the removal of R2 from type 
b. Applicants refer to example 1, which produces a type d product, and example 2, which 
has the removal of protecting groups from a type d product. 

That however, leaves type c without description. There is no description of a type c. 
material in the specification. 

The rejection over 10557552 was obviated by the cancellation of claim 15.
